Hi, Gang! 


Well, the air-conditioning mess at work is slowing down a bit (actually 
got Memorial Day off and spent some of this morning re-reading WW II 
QSTs--awful lot of hams ended up gold stars), so there's more time to 
spend on BA projects. Had it not rained yesterday (as the 500 Race fans 
already know!), I'd'a fired up the rig; maybe tonight, since the rain's 
lighter and there's no thunder. 


Anyway, the subject device is a fine British key, probably wartime: 
"KEY WT. 8 AMP" above "No. [obliterated] MK III" is molded into a little 
lozenge at the back. About has to be a radio key, if "WT" has the usual 
meaning. 


It's a standard UK "bar" type key, and the bar is linen Bakelite (a 
little of the "grain" of the base fabric is visible between the knob and 
front contacts, looking like linen phenolic except the plastic's black not 
brown). There's brass strip fixed in the underside of the bar, with both 
front (NO) and back (NC) contacts. 

Problem is, the third contact is at the tension sping--but there's no 
connection between the spring and the brass strip! A little blob of 
solder on the strip suggests a small braid jumper similar to other keys of 
this type was used to connect the bar to the contact on the base, but I 
can't find a corresponding solder-blob on the terminal block for the 
spring! 

There's a small metal disc that was between the tension spring and the 
adjusting screw when I took the key apart. It seems to make sense there 
but maybe it plays a part in this. (Yes, the key is back together 
again--had to put a polish on the pivot rod, which was well-rusted). 


Any suggestions? It's a nice key--I'd like to make it work again, 
preferably in the manner in which it was designed. 


On another key topic--finished up a "cootie" or sideswiper key Friday, 
loosely modelled on the Bunnell Double Speed key. It works FB, though 
producing readable code with one is at least as difficult as the OT's 
claim, and possibly more so. 

Plan to finish up a set of drawings for it today; if anyone would like 
a copy of 'em, it'll "cost" an SASE. (Overseas, I'll front the 
postage--IRCs cost too much). Used real buttons from the notions counter 
for the "knob," and it is interesting to note that evidence is they still 
make buttons out of genuine Bakelite!

Couple of RF alignment questions on the RF deck from my R-725, which is an 
R-390A deck. 


How important is it that you obtain/maintain zero-beat by "rocking" the 
freq knob on the sig gen? My Eico 324 (yes, I know, it is no URM-25D, I 
plan to buy one of those eventually) just isn't stable enough to maintain 
that zero beat condition. 


Anyways, I was able to peak all the slugs and caps w/o much problem, 
although I gotta admit some peaks were very, very flat! (in that case I 
just tuned for clearest tone) Seems to have worked well. 


Now to find out where that 60 Hz hum is getting into the audio. Looks to 
be between the detector and the audio deck, as there is no 60 Hz in the 
audio available at the DIODE LOAD terminals, and swapping the audio deck 
with a known good one didn't help. Anyone got any suggestions? Any bypass 
caps particularity prone to failure in 390A's?

> An original B-17G Flying Fortress flew into Castle Airport (ex-AFB) for

>transmitters and receivers were still on board in the radioman's position 
>amidships, plus a modern Air Band rig in the cockpit. 


> There were five similar original rack-mounted transmitters (possibly 
>transmitters and matching receivers). The model numbers were not visible but 
>they looked like the shoebox-shaped ARC-5 of the 1940s. Each one was 
>dedicated to one band: 3.5 mHz, 3.6, 190-550 and 6.3-7 (two). They were
